Council Orders 


On Sept. 26; Mrs. Clark 
Asks Restraining Order 


Mrs, Pearl Clark, property own- 
er and qualified voter of the City 
of Elba, late Tuesday evening in- 
stituted injunction proceedings in 
the Circuit Court of Coffee Coun- 
ly, Equity Division, in an effort 
to prevent the holding of an elec- 
tion on September 26, ‘The bill 
was filed with Mr. J. W. Brock, 
Register of the Court, at his home 
in New Brockton, 

The complaint is directed to 
Mayor L. P. Mullins and Council- 
men Dr, C, P. Hayes, Sr., Sam 
Bean Young, Vardye Wright, 
Drayden Smith and James English, 
and W. W. Ham, Clerk, The full 
text of the complaint is given 
below: 

To the Honorable W. L. Parks, 
Judge of Said Court, Sitting In 
Hquity: 

Comes Mrs. Pearl Clark, your 

Complainant, and respectfully rep- 


resents unto Your Honor as fol- 
lows: 
ONE, That Complainant is a 


resident citizen of Elba, Coffee 
County, Alabama, and is over the 
age of twenty-one years; that she 
owns real estate in the City of 
Elba, Alabama, and pays taxes 
thereon and that she is a duly 
qualified yoter of the City of Elba 
and of the State of Alabama. 

TWO. That Respondents are all 
citizens of Elba, Coffee County, 
Alabama, and are over the age of 
twenty-one years and were duly 
qualified and elected to hold the 
offices of Mayor, Councilmen and 
Clerk in the City of Elba, Ala- 
bama; that the last general elec- 
tion held in the City of Elba, Ala- 
bama, was in September, 1934, and 
the mayor and city council in that 
election were elected to hold of- 
fice for four years. 

THREE. That on September 1, 
1988, a caucus was held in the 
City of Elba, Alabama, to elect 
the mayor and city councilmen. 
That the Respondents have at one 
of their meetings since Septem- 
ber 1, 1938, selected the 26th day 
of September, 1938, as the day 
that a general election would be 
held to elect the mayor and the 
councilmen of Elba, Alabama. 

FOUR. Complainant avers that 
the said election is wholly unau- 
thorized by law and without au- 
thority of law and would be vcid 
and a nullity and that no 
lawful election can be held for the 
purpose of electing mayor and city 
council of Elba, Alabama, because 
of Sections 1748, 1754, 1756, 1759, 
1760, 1761, 1886 and 1887 of the 
Code of 1923 and by the General 
Acts of Alabama of 1927 which 
amends sections 1748, 1754, 1757, 
1760 and 1894 of the Code of Ala- 
bama of 1928, as found on pages 
706, 707, 708 in Sections 1, 2, 3, 
and 4, respectively, of the afore- 
said General Acts of Alabama of 
1927, and by the General Acts of 
Alabama of 19385, on pages 1105 
and 1106 which amends Sections 
1 and 3 of the General Acts of 
Alabama of 1927, which amended 
Sections 1754, 1757, 1760 and 1760 
and 1894 of the Code of Alabama 
of 1923. 

Complainant avers that the said 
election would be strictly in viola- 
tion of the aforesaid Sections of 
the Code of Alabama of 1923 
amended by the General Acts of 
Alabama of 1927 and 1935 as afore- 
said. 

FIVE. Complainant avers that 
there is no adequate legal remedy 
at law and that holding an elec- 
tion, counting the ballots and de- 
termining the results would be ex- 
pensive and inconvenient to the 
voters and tax payers of the City 
of Elba, and that the same would 
be useless and a mere straw vote. 

The premises considered and 
Complainant being without ade- 
quate remedy save for writ of in- 
junction, Complainant prays: that 
Your Honor will take jurisdiction 
of the things and matters alleged 
hereinabove, that the said mayor 
of Elba, Alabama, namely: L, P. 
Mullins, and the City Council of 


The Mayor and Council of pe 
City of Blba, meeting in a regular 
adjourned session last Friday 
morning, Ordered an election to 
be held on Monday, September 26, 
for the purpose of electing a 
Mayor and Five Councilmen for 
the City. 

The question of whether or not 
the Council would call the elec- 
tion was much discussed on the 
streets and byways for several 
days following the holding of a 
Democratic caucus on Thursday, 
September Ist, at which time 
Mayor Mullins was renominated, 
and four new councilmen were 
nominated. Councilman C, P, 
Hayes was also renominated with- 
out opposition. 

Legality of an election this year 
was a question often asked and 
one which held up the process for 
several weeks. Finally, after much 
demand and persuasion on the part 
of many people in the city, the 
saucus W4S called, More than five 
hundred people cast their ballots 
in the caucus and expressed their 
wishes as to officers who shall 
serve the city until the next regu- 
lar election time. | 

Now that the Council has called 
an election, and not a single coun- 
cilman voted against the call, a 
bill has been filed seeking to stop 
the election. Any taxpayer hes a 
legal right to file such a proceed- 
ing, but the wisdom of such action 
is doubted by hundreds of citizens 
of the toWn who say that those 
who participated in the caucus 
should certainly be willing to abide 
by the results. Complaint should 
have been made before the pri- 
mary election was held, and those 
who wished to do so should have 
refused to take part in the 
election. 

Concensus of opinion is that six 
or eight people are not satisfied 
with the result of the election, 
some of them were not satisfied 
with the Officers now serving, and 
would never be satisfied, no mat- 
ter who Serves, and they are re- 
sponsible for the agitation against 
holding the election. 

Sentiment of a majority is that 
the newly Selected officers should 
be allowed to take their places on 
October 1, in accordance with the 
wishes of the voters. And this 
end will be accomplished, no mat- 


COTTON LOAN 
EXPLAINED 


PLAN IS 
BY JONES 


AUBURN, Ala, The govern- 
ment loan of 8.30 cents per pound 
under the 19388 farm program is 
available in full to cooperating 
farmers who have not knowingly 
planted cotton in excess of the 


1938 acreage allotment, A. W, 
Jones, AAA administrator in Ala- 
bama, announced this week. 


Non-cooperators will be eligible 
to receive a loan at 60 per cent 
of the rate applicable to cooperat- 
ing’ producers and only on that 
part of the production in excess 
of their marketing quotas, accord- 
ing to Mr, Jones. The 8.30 cents 
is for seven-eights middling cotton, 
with varying loans available on 
other grades and staples. 

Loans will be made directly by 
the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion and by banks and other local 
lending agencies under arrange- 
ments substantially similar to 
those pertaining to previous cot- 
ton loans, Mr, Jones said. The 
corporation, he said, has allocat- 
ed the sum of $100,000,000 for 
loans on the 1988 cotton crop. 
Loans will bear 4 per cent interest 
and mature July 31, 1989. 

Banks and other lending agen- 
cies may make the loans to pro- 
ducers upon cotton stored in ap- 
proved warehouses and sell the 
notes to Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration from time to time prior 
to 30 days from the maturity of 
the notes, at par with accrued in- 
terest at the rate of 214 per cent. 
Such loans will be purchased only 


from banks and other lending 
agencies which enter into an 


agreement to pay 114 per cent per 
annum on the principal amount 
collected on the notes while held 
by agencies lending the money. 
Loans will be made only upon 
cotton represented by negotiable 
insured warehouse receipts issued 
by warehouses approved by Com- 
modity Credit Corporation. Such 
approval will be made by the man- 
eager of the loan agency of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion serving the district in which 
the warehouse is located, Mr. 
Jones Declared. The districts serv- 
ed by each RFC loan agency for 
cotton will be the same as those 
used in the 1937-88 program.

HUGH D. SEXTON, 
County Agent, 
Wiregrass Group Led By Steagall 
Will Take Fight to Wallace 
(Sunday’s Dothan Eagle) 

A delegation headed by Repre- 
sentative Henry B, Steagall, and 
including State Legislator Dave 
Walden of Headland and Walter 
Oakley of Columbia, Sunday left 
for Washington, D. C., to seek 
abolition of peanut marketing re- 
strictions which are seriously han- 
dicapping and penalizing Wire- 
grass farmers. Congressman Pace 
of Georgia, who is already in 
Washington, will join the delega- 
tion. 

This group, representing the sen- 
timent of the farmers of this sec- 
tion, will appear before Secretary 
Wallace, of the Department of 
Agriculture, Tuesday morning to 
lay before him the fact that the 
farmers have planted more peanuts 
than they are allowed to market, 
and that this market restriction 
was arbitrarily made after the 
crop was planted, and that the 
loss to Houston County farmers 
alone, for example, will exceed 
$200,000. 

Houston County farmers plant- 
ed approximately 40,000 acres of 
peanuts for marketing purposes; 


their marketing quota is limited 
under Wallace's ruling to only 
25,000 acres. 


It will be pointed out that the 
control of peanuts applies to only 
nine counties in Alabama, where- 
as the remaining 58 counties can 
plant and market peanuts without 
restrictions of any kind. 

It will also be stressed to Mr. 
Wallace that peanuts were not one 
or the crops included in the farm 
bill law, and that these control 
regulations were made by his of- 
fice and can be changed by his 
office, 

As one prominent farmer stated: 

“1, Experimental data indicates 


very clearly that there is practi- 
cally no difference in the yield per 
acre of peanuts between the Wire- 
grass area (nine counties effected), 
the Gulf Coast area, the Tennessee 
Valley area, the Sand Mountain 
area, and the upper coastal plain 
area, Five State Experimental 
farms have proved this statement, 
and they are located in the five soil 
types in Alabama, 

"2 Due to the fact that these 
nine counties had diversified since 
1915, and had divided their money 
crop between cotton and peanuts, 
gave this area a much smaller base 


jcotton acreage, which now effects 


their cotton returns, 

“3. It is impossible to swing 
suddenly into the livestock busi- 
ness and be able to convert many 
acres into the production of live- 
stock products in one year, 

“4, If the present allotment had 
been hinted at, these nine coun- 
ties so discriminated against would 
have voted 95 per cent, against the 
control, 

“5, Due to adverse weather con- 
ditions, the per acre peanut yield 
is not over 60 per cent to 70 per 
cent of last year. 

“6, Low acre yields of both 
cotton and peanuts, along with the 
control acreage to the two money 
crops—cotton and peanuts—leaves 
this section in much worse shape 
financially than it was in the fall 
of 1931.” 

Said another farmer: “The pur- 
pose of the entire farm program 
was to raise the income of smali 
farmers, and insofar as Southeast 
Alabama is concerned, it has been 
a dismal failure, The whole pro- 
gram is in jeopardy because of 
the low income this year,”

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SOHOOL BEGINS 


School time is here again, Now 
or within the next week or two 
more than thirty million young 
Americans will begin or resume 
the pursuit of education, There 
will be nearly 27 million children 
between the ages of five and seven- 
teen in the public schools, another 
three million or so in private 
schools, and close to a million and 
a half in colleges and universities, 


To maintain the public grade 
schools alone the people of the 
United States spend two billion 


dollars a year, and employ 900,000 
teachers, more than three-quarters 
of them women, Add to that the 
cost of operating the institutions 
of hihger learning, and it is prob- 
able that we Americans spend 
more on the training of our young 
people in the hope of providing 
them with a better equipment for 
the problems of adult life and of 
making them useful citizens, than 
we spend for any other one pur- 
pose beyond the elemental essen- 
tials of food, shelter and clothing, 

No matter what the cost, it is 
money well spent if it results in 
making those who must carry on, 
after the older generation of to- 
day has passed on, into happier 
end more self-reliant men and 
women than their parents were. 
For that, after all, is the supreme 
object of life. The test of edu- 
cation is its results, All the book- 
learning in the world is of no 
value unless the process of edu- 
cation gives those who pass thru 
it some incentive to use their 
brains to do their own thinking, 
instead of letting others do their 
thinking for them, 

FOR LABOR PEACE 

The outstanding point of the re- 
port of the President's committee 
to investigate labor legislation and 
relations in England is that labor 
and capital have learned to settle 
their differences peaceably with a 
minimum of legislative or admin- 
istrative interference by Govern- 
ment, 

They have been workng for more 
than 100 years in England on the 
problems of trade unionism, Be- 
fore America had begun to emerge 
from its primitive condition of a 
predominantly agricultural state, 
England had developed into an in- 
dustrial nation. In this country 
the industrial labor situation has 
only recent become a subject of 
major public concern, and our ef- 
forts to handle it) have had no 
such experience to guide them as 
Hngland has. 

Whatever the ultimate adjust- 
ment of labor relations in America, 
it geems reasonable to believe that 
some plan will be worked out 
whereby future conflicts between 
workers and employers will be ap- 
proached by both sides in a spirit 
of amicable efforts to bring about 
a fair adjustment. That has been 
accomplished in Hngland by the 
recognition on each side of the 
rights and duties of the other side, 
as well as their respective ne- 
cessities, 

America is not England, and it 
is not suggested that the English 
system can be transplanted bodily 
to this country. Methods and de- 
tails of any labor policy must be 
udapted to conditions as they exist 
in any country. But the fund 
mental principles of mutual tol- 
erance, confidence and fair play 
which have been developed in Eng- 
land must be the basis of any 
permanent solution in America. 
And the less political interferences, 
the sooner industrial peace will 
come about,

Lesson for September 18 
JONATHAN: COURAGEOUS 
FRIENDSHIP 


LESSON TEXT—I Samuel 20:4:17 
GOLDEN TEXT—A friend loveth at pll 
times.—Proverbs 17:17, 


Without question, the most pre- 
clous possession any man or woman 
has (apart from his fellowship with 
God it he {s a Christian, and the 
love of his own family) its friend- 
ship, It is the flower that blooms 
by the side of the rugged pathway 
of life, Like many flowers, somo 
friendships need to be cultivated 
and encouraged. 

It has been said that the love of 
a woman for another woman ts a 
beautiful thing, the love of a man 
for a Woman an even more devoted 
and precious thing, but that the 
bond of love between man and man 
surpasses all In its strength and 
glory. Some might question such a 
statement, and yet it is true that 
between, man and man there is 
the possibility of the highest type 
of friendship. David and Jonathan 
stand at the head of an inspiring 
list of men who loved each other 
with thelr whole souls, 

The lesson for today calls for a 
careful reading of the incidents in 
the life of Jonathan and David re- 
corded in I Samuel, chapters 14, 18, 
19, and 20, as well as the first chap- 
ter of II Samuel. It is a story which 
will richly reward a careful read- 
ing. Considering the printed portion 
in the light of this background we 
note six things that characterized 
this great friendship. 

I, Cultivated (y. 4). 

Friendships must be ‘‘kept In re- 
pair."’ Foolish and almost wicked 
{sg that man who by boorishly of- 
fending his fellowmen, or by 
neglecting the thoughtful words and 
acts that cultivate friendship, drives 
men away from him. ‘He that 
hath friends must show himself 
friendly'"’ (Proy. 18:24), Consider 
the admonition of our Lord in Luke 
16:8, 9, where he urges the righteous 
use of even our worldly possessions 
to cultivate eternal friendships. 
Read what Jonathan did in I Sam, 
18:3-5, only one of his many loving 
and thoughtful acts, 

II, Courteous (vy. 8), 

David asked that Jonathan deal 
kindly with him, and the entire 
story reveals that he did just that, 
always. More friendships are 
wrecked on the rocks of little dis- 
courtesies than in almost any other 
way. 
We live in an age which affects an 
outward veneer of culture but which 
is at heart often thoughtless and un- 
kind. Let Christian men and women 
be courteous. They should be so as 
followers of the gentle Jesus, and it 
will bring them countless friends. 
IX, Candid (vy, 9), 
Friendships that last must be 
built on absolute candor, not the 
kind that delights in telling an un- 
pleasant truth, but one which 
eaks the truth in love. Jonathan 
told David the truth. 
Little wonder that friendships 
built on smooth greetings of ‘‘dear"’ 
and ‘‘darling"’ or ‘‘delighted to see 
you, old man,”’ but which are in real- 
affectionate and

ity not honestly 
true do not last 
round the corner. 
1V. Courageous (vv. 12, 13). 
Jonathan was such a faithful son 
that when the time of parting came 
he stayed with his wicked father 
rather than go with David, whom 
he loved. But he was true to David 
even though he knew it would incur 
the wrath of his father if that friend- 
ship became known. 

Things that cost us nothing are 
usually ‘‘worth it.” Real friend- 
ship calls for sacrifice, standing by 
in the night hours, sharing burdens, 
being loyal even though others may 
condemn us for it. 

V. Covenant Keeping (vv. 16, 17). 

Covenants entered into by solemn 
treaties in our time are soon dis- 
carded as ‘‘scraps of paper.’’ People 
make promises to one another that 
they never intend to fulfill. Jonathan 
and David made a covenant and 
kept it. 

This matter of trickery and false- 
hood in life and business is one that 
deeply troubles the writer of these 
notes. He sees unmistakable evi- 
dence that this perverse spirit has 
come into the precincts of the 
church itself. We should have a re- 
vival of honesty in office, home, 
state, and church. 

VI. Complete (y, 17). 

“He loved him as he loved his 
own soul’’—such a friend was Jon- 
athan. His devotion to David had 
no qualifying ‘‘strings’’ on it. He 
was not seeking something for him- 
self. The closest he came to that 
was to bring his children into the 
covenant with David (vy, 15), and 
who could question the propriety of 
such devotion between true friends? 
He saw that David was to supplant 
Saul as king, and In the face of his 
own interest as Saul’s son, he put 
David forward, 

Friendship is akin to our relation- 
ship to God in that it calls for a 
complete giving of ourselves, if we 
are to be true friends. This does 
not mean that individuality 1s lost, 
or special interests and abilities de- 
stroyed, but it does mean a whole- 
souled desire for our friend's wel- 
fare, and a complete devotion of

corn you will soon have all your 
neighbors buying seed corn from 
you. There are other qualities to 
be watched but you should make 
these last observations after the 
corn has been shucked, Your seed 
corn should be selected, gathered 


and stored during the next few 
weeks. I would suggest that you 


pluce your seed corn in a sugar 
barrel and that you treat it for 
weevils as soon as you have it in 
the barrel. A sugar barrel will 
hold about two bushels of corn on 
the ear and this amount should 
be sufficient for a small farm, If 
you have too much corn for a 
barrel you might use a home made 
box that has been papered on the 
Any kind of container will 
It should be air 


inside, 
do if it is tight. 


tight in the bottom and on the 
sides. The top should be open to 


prevent too much heat. Your seed 
corn should not be shucked until 
you are ready to plant in the 
spring. When you are ready to 
plant in February or March you 
should shuck your seed corn and 
make a thorough and complete ob- 
servation of each ear before you 
use it. You should observe the 
number of rows of corn on each 
cob, the length of the grains, the 
{hardness of the grains, the shape 
of the grains, the shape and quali- 
ties of the cob and the color of 
the grains, You should plant only 
such corn as you would like to 
gather, I am a great believer in 
planting seed from the middle or 
center of the ear. I would sug- 
gest that you shell off the grains 
from both ends of the ear so that 
each grain planted will be a flat 
grain, Please allow me to im- 
press upon you the importance of 
saving an abundance of seed corn. 
If you expect to plant as much 
as three bushels of seed corn you 
should save as much as four times 
that amount. Not more than one 
ear in four that has been selected 
in the field should be used in the 
spring. Some of it will be too 
soft, some too white and some of 
it will carry poorly shaped grains, 
You will be surprised when you 
see the number of ears that will 
meet your exact requirements, If 


every farmer would put a little 
time and thought to the proper 


selection of seed corn this section 
would soon be producing a much 
better grade of corn and would 
also produce more of it, What do 
you expect to do about this most 
important job?

The tiger does not take very much 
exercise during his entire life as 
there is no way for him to do 
much exercising, There must be 
a reason for the tiger being so 
strong and so active and I believe 
that reason is his natural desire 
to stretch many times each day. 
The tiger is a member of the cat 
family and I have observed that 
the entire cat family are great 
stretchers, They are also very 
active and very strong. If this 
system is good for the cat family 
it should be good for the human 
family. If we would only do a 
small amount of stretching that 
is done by the cat family we might 
be a little more like the cat fam- 
ily in our strength and our ac- 
tivity. If you have not tried the 
art of stretching you should do so 
as it is most wonderful,

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Below is & summary of work 
done by the Assistant County 
Agent for the month of August: 

Statisties 
During the month of August the 


Assistant Agent spent 28 days in 
the field and three days in the 
office, Made 147 individual farm 
project visits, Traveled 2,243 of- 
ficial miles, Held six 4-H Club 
meetings with 180 present, At- 


tended 11 
with 4,906 attending, 
articles were written, Twenty- 
three personal letters were writ- 
ten, and eight circular letters with 
545 copies sent out in the county, 
Fifty Mxtension circulars were dis- 
tributed to the 4-H boys, 

4-H Club Work 

The three main things whieh the 
Assistant Agent did in visiting our 
100 different boys this menth were 
(a) to study the farm and home 
conditions of the boys, (b) to check 
on the projeets and record books, 
and (¢) to discuss fulure project 
plans with the father and son to- 
gether, The majority of the boys 
are making progress in their 
project work, 

Ten of the 48 boys who have 
been given free registered gilts 
have made their plans to follow 
& year-round grazing system with 
their purebred hog projects for 
1939, These boys will plant oats 
in September, soybeans in March, 
1939, and follow these crops with 
Spanish and runner peanuts for 
finishing the hogs in the fall, 

ive of these purebred pig: proj- 
ect boys report that their sows 
have farrowed a total of 88 pigs 
this month, 

Five recreational schools were 
held for leaders from the 21 clubs 
of the county with 150 present. 
The leaders report that they are 
using the games and stunts which 
are demonstrated in the schools 
in their community and club 
meetings, 

Robert Wise, member of Fair- 
view 4-H Club, reports that one 
of his high grade beef calves has 
gained an average of 2.1 pounds 
per day since he bought it last 
June 380th, There is a total of 
28 4-H boys and girls in the coun- 
ty who will enter calves in the 
Pat Stock Shows this fall and 
next spring. 

Method Demonstrations 

The following demonstrations 
were held for the purpose of train- 
ing boys to do these jobs them- 
selves: Two demonstrations on 
worming pigs with 16 present; 19 
pigs were treated. Four demon- 
strations on vaccinating hogs 
against cholera with 382 present; 
52 hogs were vaccinated, ‘Three 
demonstrations on feeding hogs 
with 17 present. Three demonstra- 
tions on vaccinating pullets against 
foul pox with 21 present; 150 pul- 
lets were vaccinated. One demon- 
stration on worming hens with 
three present; 25 hens were treat- 
ed. Bight demonstrations on feed- 
ing and castrating calves with 35 
members present,

foil during the winter this legume 
cheeks soil erosion losses, 

Winter grazing conserves the

Peanut Control With Fair 
Allotments To All Farms 


By HUGH D. SEXTON, 
Oounty Agent 
Some three hundred and_ fifty 
Coffee County farmers attended a 
meeting at, the New Brockton High 
School auditorium Saturday, Sep- 
tember 17th, for the purpose of 


discussing peanut acreage allot- 
ments under the 1939 farm pro- 
gram, 


After a thorough discussion of 
all phases of the peanut program 
the following question was voted 
on: “Do you favor peanut acre- 
age allotments for this county in 
1939?" 

Two hundred and _ thirty-seven 
farmers voted “yes” on this ques- 
tion and 107 voted ‘no.” 


The following resolution was 
adopted at the meeting: 
WHEREAS: 


1.—The 1938 peanut control reg- 
ulations as administered are un- 
fair, discriminates between farms 
and between counties and sections, 
and has worked needless hardships 
cn many farmers, The principle 
of unequal division is condemned. 

2.—The strict control of nine 
Alabama Counties, and the regu- 
lations permitting neighboring 
counties and other sections to 
plant unlimited peanuts and crowd 
our markets is condemned. All 
planters of peanuts, new and old, 
should be under the same regula- 
tions. 

3.—The requirement in this area 
for farmers to plant 80 per cent 
of allotted acreage in control crops 
works unnecessary hardships, and 
serves no good purpose, Farmers 
should be encouraged to grow 
crops for which they are suited 
and equipped, 

THEREFORB, BE IT RESOLY- 
ED: 

1.—That a limited form of pea- 
nut control, with objectional fea- 
tures eliminated, is approved, pro- 
vided a fair price be pegged and 
maintained, with no designated 
area, 

2.—That all farms be placed on 
the same basis, that no farmer 
be penalized on account of fail- 
ure to comply with old laws. 

8.—That, in this area, every 
farmer be allowed to plant a com- 
bined cash crop of cotton and pea- 
nuts of not less than fifty per 
cent of his crop land. Since the 
law fixes the maximum percentage 
planted in cotton and we ask that 
farmers be permitted to plant pea- 
nuts to complete a total acreage 
of not less than 50 per cent com- 
bined in cash crops of cotton and 
peanuts for market on every farm. 


“Peg” Prices Of 1938 Peanut 
Crop Announced 

The following information which 
was received from the officials of 
the G.-F.-A. Peanut Association, 
is passed on to farmers of Coffee 
County for their information: 

“We have received a definite 
commitment from the Secretary of 
Agriculture that we will have a 
peanut diversion program for the 
1988 crop which will be very sim- 
ilar to the program operated thru 
the GFA in the Southeast on the 
1987 crop. One important feature 
of the new program is that which 
will enable us to buy U. S, No, 3 
grade of Farmers Stock in addi- 
tion to Grades Nos, 1 and 2, 

“The scheduled prices, or the 
so-called ‘peg’ prices for this year’s 
program will be as follows: 


' “Spanish Type, U. S. Ne 1, $65. 
“Spanish Type, U. S. No. 2, $61. 
“Spanish Type, U. S. No. 3, $56. 
“Runner Type, U. S. No, 1, $57, 
“Runner Type, U. S. No, 2, $53. 
“Runner Type, U. S. No, 3, $48 
“The Docket containing all of 


the details of the program has not 
been completed and has not been 
signed by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture but we expect that this 
Docket will be completed early 
next week and we will then be in 
position to arrange for the neces- 
sary loan from the Commodity 
Credit Corporation with which to 
purchase peanuts upon the basis 
outlined. 

“We are now beginning to ar- 
range our warehouse system and 


expect to make material progress 
in designating these warehouses 
within the next few days. <As 
soon “#8 & partial list of official 
warehouses is available we will 
supply it to all interested parties. 

“It is our hope that we can be 
ready to make payments to grow- 
ers within ten days but it will 
hardly be possible for us to ars 
range the details of the loan be- 
fore about that, time, The delay 
will not be with us—we will be 
ready the minute our money can 
be made available, 

“We will arrange to visit all of 
our Warehousemen within a very 
few days and endeavor to work 
cut the very best possible means 
to handle the crop until such time 
us we are ready to officially re- 
ceive and pay for peanuts, 

“In the meantime we shall ap- 
preciate the cooperation of all of 
our friends in disseminating this 
information and news to peanut 
growers in order that they may be 
fully informed and secure the most 
possible benefit from the program.”

CG. OF C. WILL SEK TRAEIO 
LIGHT ON TROY HIGHWAY 


At the regular meeting of the 
Hlba Chamber of Commerce held 


Tuesday evening at Banks cafe, 
the main subject discussed was 
safety measures for the school 


children of Elba. It was pointed 
out that some method of controll- 
ing traffic was badly needed at 
several street crossings and inter- 
sections. The several crossings on 
Buford Street were especially men- 
tioned. It was sugpested that a 
safety campaign should be insti- 
tuted at once for the protection 
of hundreds of children who cross 
the streets two or three times 
every day. 

According to President J, <A. 
Timmerman, one of the most dan- 
gerous spots in town is the inter- 
section of Collier Street with 
Claxton Street, Claxton Street is 


commonly referred to as the Troy 
Highway, and in ease you do not 
know, Collier Street is the street 
on which the school buildings are 
located and which intersects Clax- 
fon between Bonneau-Jeter Fu- 
neral Home and the residence of 
Terry Kendrick. It was stated that 
a big percentage of children cross 
at this intersection every day sev- 
cral times and it is extremely 
nazardous., 

Only a few days ago a small 
boy and girl were struck by a 
truck at this point. Fortunately, 
neither was seriously injured, 
Trucks and passenger cars, or 
| many of them, use this particular 
Spot as a speedway and in trying 
to make the curve frequently get 
off into the ditch. It was suggest- 
ed that a traffie light be installed 
at that point and a committee was 
appointed to cooperate with city 
officials in an effort.to get the 
light. It is also planned to have 
some kind of warning signs placed 
at other street intersections for 
the protection of children. In turn 
it will be suggested that children 
be taught to observe traffic regu- 
lations and all safety measures. 

President Timmerman also re- 
ported that progress is being’: made 
on the NYA Camp project, which 
was outlined at the last meeting 
of the body.

COFFEE GIVEN FUNDS FOR 

SCHOOL BUILDING’ PROGRAM 

A sum estimated at $236,363 will 
be spent on school buildings in 
Coffee County within the next few 
months, if present plans of the 
County Board of Education ma- 
terialize. 

The work contemplated includes 
repairs and additions to a number 
of rural school buildings, the ac- 
quisition of some land for public 
school purposes, and perhaps the 
construction of new buildings. 

According to announcement 
made early last week by John D. 
Petree, State Director of the Na- 
tional Emergency Council of Ala- 
bama, presidential approval of the 
epplication of the county had been 
given. Public Works Administra- 
tor Harold L. Ickes made an- 
nouncement of the approval. 

The PWA is making a grant to 
the county in the sum of $106,363. 
The remainder of the sum to be 
expended, or the county's share, 
$130,000, will be borrowed at a 
very low interest rate of 2% per 
cent, and repayment will be made 
over a period of 20 years.

Coffee has filed another appli- 
cation for a grant from the PWA 
for funds to construct a building 
at Mount Pleasant to replace the

According to Superintendent A. 
C. Dunaway, the PWA will be 
asked to match the insurance 
money carried on the building at 
Mount Pleasant, and if the appli- 
cation is approved, approximately 
$40,000 will be available for the 
new building.

This canal 
will be made wider in many places 
and will also be strengthened, it 
is stated, During the past, few 
weeks that portion of the levee 
which extends in a northwesterly 
direction from Beaverdam near 
the old ice plant has been built 
up and otherwise improved. ‘The 
hig holes in front of the old ice 
plant have also been filled in, 

With the new allotment of funds
